CHURCH IN CHINA “BLOODY BUT UNBOWED" 


SEPARATE reports from Peiping, Hong Kong and Taipei paint a gruesome yet 
encouraging picture of present-day developments behind the Bamboo Cur- 
' tain in Red China. 

] From Taipei came a report of 171,240 anti-Communist Chinese who have 
escaped to Taiwan (Formosa) from the China mainland in the past seven 
years. They included 14,343 anti-Communist prisoners of war of the Korean 
conflict. Others came to Taiwan through Hong Kong, Macao and other 
overseas posts, and several thousand fishermen arrived in Taiwan on their 
fishing junks. 

The Far East News Service reports from Hong Kong that “in order to 
maintain the machinery of a vast police state, Red China continues to barter | 
precious food for firearms—800,000 tons in nine months to Russia . . . Half a 
million people are suffering from the worst famine in a hundred years... 
In the midst of it all stands the church of the Lord Jesus Christ. Its members, 
like the masses, are inevitably involved, bruised and buffeted, maligned and 
ridiculed, bloody but unbowed.” 

) From Peiping come firsthand reports from refugees fleeing from Red China 
providing ample confirmation that the government is faced with widespread 
unrest and hunger after disastrous crop failures. 

Lending still further credence to the stories of unrest is a Hong Kong re- 
port appearing in U. S. News & World Report, March 27, 1961: 

“China’s Communist bosses have suffered a major defeat. 

“The rural communes, designed by Mao Tse-tung to turn China into the 
world’s first absolute Communist state, are being downgraded to the point | 
where they are nearly extinct. The village, traditional center of life in rural 
China, is coming back into its own. 

“The communes still exist on paper. But a series of directives issued in 
recent weeks shows that for all practical purposes the grandiose scheme to 
mobilize China’s millions of peasants into a giant, disciplined labor force is 

going out of business.” 
i In the midst of such reports, evangelicals everywhere are agreed there is 
one major weapon Christians must employ more faithfully than ever before: 
that of intercession in behalf of believers undergoing unimaginable hard- 
ships in Red China.

NEW ENGLISH BIBLE HAILED 

A first printing of one million copies 
of The New English Bible, New Testa- 
ment, by British publishers lasted 
only a few hours after the new trans- 
lation went on sale in mid-March, 
necessitating a reprint of almost half 
a million copies. 

The new version represents 13 
years’ work by 19 British scholars, 
translating from the original Greek 
and other primary sources. Early re- 
views almost unanimously heralded 
the project. 

Meanwhile, the official publishers of 
material for Queen Elizabeth II, Eyre 
and Spottiswoode, Ltd., is claiming 
that their royal patent extends to the 
printing of The New English Bible, 
but the Oxford and Cambridge Uni- 
versity Presses, which issued the 
volume, reject the claim. The royal 
printers say that the new translation 
had been sufficiently accepted by 
Protestant ecclesiastical authorities 
for it to be regarded as the Standard 
or Authorized Version. 


EVANGELISM IN NEW ENGLAND 
Some 14 months ago, churches in the 
Merrimac Valley area of Massachu- 
setts began to plan the first united 
evangelistic effort in that area in 
more than forty years. Then in Feb- 
ruary, 32 churches combined in a two- 


|! week effort in which New Jersey 








evangelist and chalk artist George 
Sweeting spoke to crowds of seven or 
eight hundred each night. 

Radio and television stations and 
high schools co-operated. Sunday 
night sessions saw more than 1,400 
attending. One liberal church re- 
ported 18 church members converted. 
The story was repeated over and over 
in many churches. 

As an after-math of the campaign, 
co-operating churches each launched 
a fisherman’s club, patterned after the 
very successful personal soul-winning 
club of the Cicero Bible Church in 
Cicero, Ill.

A New Missionary Challenge 

Possibly nothing in the ambitious program of President 
Kennedy has so caught the imagination of the American 
people as the Peace Corps project. According to a New 
York Times dispatch, 200,000 questionnaires are being 
mailed out to prospective volunteers. The first to receive 
them will be the 20,000 persons, mainly college students, 
who have written to their Congressmen, the White House 
or to the Peace Corps headquarters, indicating their in- 
terest in signing up. 

The underlying purpose of the Peace Corps is to seed 
nations throughout the world with Americans who have 
the know-how and enthusiasm to help these needy people, 
stimulate friendship with the United States and to carry 
the ideals of democracy and freedom along with them. 

It is remarkable how close this idea comes to Christian 
ideals and endeavor, which since Carey’s time have mo- 
tivated thousands of Christian young people to go in the 
name of Christ carrying the good news of salvation to the 
uttermost part of the earth. 

For these Americans there will be pitfalls and dangers 
they do not yet dream of. There will be delinquents, even 
outright failures—hundreds of them—without a doubt. 
But the Communists have done it, are doing it, and there’s 
many a page in their book that we who subscribe to de- 
mocracy and freedom—western style—could take for our 
own. 

Many Christian leaders are saying that this too is the 
pattern for successful missions today. A few weeks ago 
we heard that the Communists are successfully infiltrating 
the vast University of Buenos Aires—a school numbering 
about 70,000 students. Many of these young zealots are 
taking only six hours a semester, less than half the normal 
load, so as to have more time to touch Latin American 
young people for Communism. By deliberate indoctrina- 
tion they were even reaching the professors! 

Today the appeal is being made to Christian young 
people to take their education at a foreign university, not 
to be a missionary per se, but to be a witness, bringing to 
bear upon young people of other lands the impact of 
Christianity. 

We understand that the young nations in Africa are 
crying for leaders with training and education to come 
and teach their people—an open sesame for any Christian 
person with training and know-how in almost any field. 
Their schools are wide open for Christian young people 
to enter and bring Christ with them. Language in Africa 
is hardly a barrier. Text books are written either in 
French or in English. 

The Peace Corps seems to have offered a challenge to 
many dedicated young Americans. Who knows but that 
this same pattern of infiltration, only with the gospel of 
Christ, will be to many dedicated young Christians the 
challenge of the hour? 


The Churches and the Church 


Ordinarily when we speak in these columns of the 
church we refer to that great body of believers which is 
the invisible Church, the Body of Christ. Only now and 
then do we have occasion to speak of the visible or pro- 
fessing church which of course is quite another thing. 

An article in Fortune for February speaks of this visible 
church, its degree of vigor and the problems which beset it. 

Writing under the title, “Can Protestantism Hold Its

Own in a Modern America?” Russell Kirk asks this basic 
question: “Is traditional Protestantism, despite its out- 
ward success, beginning to lose its power over the con- 
science and tone of society?” 

On the asset side of the balance sheet, Mr. Kirk points 
out that Protestantism is outwardly prosperous. About 
35 per cent of all Americans belong to Protestant churches 
(23 per cent to Roman Catholic churches). U.S. Prot- 
estant giving for 1961 will probably exceed three billion 
dollars. Protestant groups support, control or maintain 
connections with 500 colleges and universities and provide 
church-related elementary and secondary schooling for 
340,000 pupils. Protestant magazines have a total monthly 
circulation of 15 million and Protestant book publishers 
release hundreds of new books a year. 

On the other hand, in talking with clergy and laymen 
across the country and making numerous contacts not 
only with Protestants but also with Catholics and Jews, 
Mr. Kirk found evidence for concluding that Protestantism 
—as well as Roman Catholicism and Judaism—‘“does not 
deeply affect the lives of American churchgoers.” 

One observer, Dr. Will Herberg of Drew University, 
believes that the U.S. “has embraced a religion in general 
that is ‘progressively evacuated of content.’ Christianity 
amounts to little more than a vague spirit of friendliness, 
a willingness to support churches— provided these 
churches demand no real sacrifice and preach no exacting 
doctrines.” 

In a word, “Americans think that religion is a Good 
Thing—good at least for the children, and for uplift on 
Sunday morning.” 

Evidence that this is true is not hard to find. Mr. Kirk, 
for example, cites deteriorating national morality, the 
secularization of public education, the Pelagian viewpoint 
that shrugs off sin and the need for salvation. 

What is the future for such a church? Mr. Kirk notes 
the ecumenical movement (although he concedes its limi- 
tations), a revival of theological interest, an “evangelical 
revival” which he does not seem to consider of far-reach- 
ing import, and a willingness to grapple with social prob- 
lems, especially “the necessity for religious foundations 
to social justice.” All four he thinks are encouraging 
signs. But are they? And are they enough? 

Ultimately, the future of organized Protestantism de- 
pends upon the extent to which it is willing to put aside 
its own programs and objectives to become a part of the 
Church which Christ is building. Our Lord said of this 
church, “the gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” 

This church will be completed and stand “without spot 
or wrinkle.” But prophecy makes it clear that an 
apostate church, man-made and man controlled, will face 
the devastating judgment of God. 

Our concern should be to make sure first that we are 
in truth a part of Christ’s building, and then that we 
know—and do—His will. 


What Shall We Do with Guilt? 

One of the national news magazines recently reported, 
under the subject heading of “Medicine,” on the spread 
of anxiety and guilt feelings in modern life. We were 
interested in this, because both guilt and anxiety are di- 
rectly involved in Christian living. 

We must say that, as a news report, much of the mate- 
rial sounded strange in our ears, for it seemed to be 
liberally sprinkled with false assumptions and biased 
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opinions, as well as unwarranted and unsupported con- 
clusions. 

As to false assumption, we pick out one representative 
phrase: “When the age of reason repealed the Fall . . .” 
This is tantamount to knocking down the whole structure 
of Christianity with one blow. For if there was no Fall, 
then there is no sin, no true morality, no salvation, no 
Saviour, no Bible—and no Christianity. 

Having made this bold stroke, the writer or writers of 
this report go on to conclude that “. . . man is alone in a 
meaningless cosmos.” Why “cosmos”? Cosmos signifies 
order, purposeful pattern, meaningful structure. It is the 
“universe conceived as an orderly and harmonious sys- 
tem” (Webster’s Unabridged). How can such a word be 
used in such a context? 

Apart from the dialectical argument, however, there 
are hundreds of millions of people on the earth, Christian 
and non-Christian, who need only to look about them and 
see that, however the Fall is defined or interpreted—and 
we take God’s Word for that—man, who has the highest 
and holiest capabilities, has degraded them by following 
the dictates of a lower nature. His heart has never caught 
up with his intellect. 

In one of His great “asides,” our Lord put His finger on 
the truth when He said, “If ye then, being evil...” Here 
in two words lies the tragedy of the human race. 

Of opinions there are many in this report, barricaded 
by such quasi-documentations as: “Psychiatrists know 
that ... and “Research has shown that .. .” These let us 
skip by. For an example of a weak or unsupported con- 
clusion, take this phrase: “... talking it out in psycho- 
therapy is generally recognized as the only measure that 
offers the possibility of a true cure.” 

Cure? This is only getting the patient to recognize or 
diagnose his condition. He is just as guilty as before. As 
for his anxiety, he now only knows why he is anxious. 
There is no cure involved, no remedy. He needs to know 
not only what is basically wrong with him, but how he 
can make it right. This, many Christian psychiatrists are 
saying, is all that psychotherapy amounts to without God. 

The Bible is very plain about showing the guilty, anx- 
ious one the cause of his distress. But it also shows him 
the way out—out of despair into hope, out of sin into 
purity, out of anxiety into peace, out of bondage into 
release, out of chaos into order. This kind of cure the 
non-Christian psychiatrist has no personal experience of. 
He may view it with dispassion or even cynicism. 

It is clear from the report we have read that man apart 
from God can only point up the wrong and miss the 


remedy. This is tragic. For such a man can bring no 
good news to his patient. The guilt-laden and the anxiety- 
ridden must go farther than the psychiatrist. He must go 
to “him that loved us, and washed us from our sins in His 
own blood, and hath made us kings and priests unto God 
and his Father” (Rev. 1:5, 6). 


The Peace of Faith 

No words are harder to say than those which our Lord 
Himself repeated in agony in the Garden of Gethsemane: 
“Not my will, but thine be done” (Luke 22: 42). 

Very often a Christian is privileged to say these words 
from the heart—if he but can! [Illness strikes, a loved 
one suffers, or someone is called home. Then comes the 
age-old temptation to ask, “Why? Why now? Why to 
me?” 

On the desk before us is a different kind of response to 
bereavement. The writer is a young man in Africa. 
Recently his wife was taken to be with the Lord, leaving 
the husband on the mission field with three daughters, the 
youngest not yet six. 

The letter says in part: 

“As I write this truly hard letter to you, my heart is 
wondrously warm toward Him who has taken my wife to 
be with Himself for all eternity. The promises and hopes 
of the Scripture have taken on new meaning during these 
past three weeks. 

“On January 12, she went into our hospital for major 
surgery. She came through the operation, but about an 
hour after ... went into unresponsive shock and the doc- 
tors can only assume that at some time she suffered a 
slight heart attack which caused her death the following 
day. I should say ‘release,’ because the look of joy and 
sweet peace on her face when I first looked was very real.” 

A few more details follow. Then the writer of the letter 
adds, “Needless to say, her husband has rededicated his 
life to God and already hearts have been touched by the 
Holy Spirit. 

“As the African says, Natina mingi—‘I haven’t more to 
say just now.’ Thanks for all your letters of comfort.” 

We quote this letter not because it is unique, but be- 
cause it is the kind of response we see again and again 
from those who have given their lives and futures into 
the hands of God and who are fully trusting Him. 

“Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto you,” 
our Lord declares in John 14. “Not as the world giveth, 
give I unto you. Let not your heart be troubled, neither 
let it be afraid.” This is a blessed heritage for every 
Christian, but many of us have yet to claim it.

You’ve thought of several 

things you can’t do, almost 

as many that you don’t 

want to do and at least one 

or two of the not-too-dif- 

ferent things which have 

little appeal, but which 

you will probably find yourself and 
your family doing again this season. 

Then someone hands you a maga- 
zine article like this one with a some- 
what surprising suggestion. “Why 
not visit Washington, D.C.?” 

At once you can think of a dozen 
reasons why you can’t. Washington 
seems too far away. It might cost too 
much. Or the family might be bored 
with city sightseeing. Besides, there’s 
nothing to see in Washington but poli- 
ticians and cocktail parties. 

You could let the idea drop right 
there. Or you could do a little check- 
ing. 

If you did, you might make some 
surprising discoveries— unless, of 
course, you already know more than 
the average U. S. citizen about this 
unusual city which, in a sense, be- 
longs to every state but is a part of 
none. 

Spiritually, morally or any other 
way you look at it, Washington is not 
much different than the rest of the

country from which it draws much of 
its cosmopolitan population of 850,000. 
But it is one of the world’s most in- 
teresting capitals and one of the most 
strategic. Once seen and appreciated 
it will help you understand your 
country—its past glories, its present 
problems, its crucial future. 

In terms of time, money and dis- 
tance, a vacation visit to Washington 
nay be more possible than you think. 
In terms of things to see, of atmos- 
phere and significance, such a visit 
will yield sights and impressions 
which should enrich the lives of every 
member of your family for months and 
even years to come. 


+ Let’s say you decide to go. You 
load the family into the car, make the 
drive in easy stages, stopping over on 
the way, perhaps, at a Bible confer- 
ence for rest and inspiration. But in 
a matter of days you are on one of the 
main highways leading into Washing- 
ton. 

Almost at once you find yourself 
recognizing landmarks, linking them 
with headlines or past impressions. 
Other members of the family are one 
jump ahead because your eye is on the 
road. 

“There’s Pennsylvania Avenue,” 
Junior announces. That’s where they 
have the inaugural parades!” 


“And there’s the capitol!” says

Junior’s sister. “And look! The Wash- 
ington Monument!” 

During the next few minutes you 
get your first impressions of one of the 
most well-planned and beautiful cities 
in the world. It is a clean city of 
broad streets; wide, diagonal-running 
avenues and imposing buildings. Sub- 
sequent days of sightseeing will fill 
in the picture—the White House 
against the setting of lawn, the stately 
columned Lincoln Memorial facing 
the towering Washington Monument 
across the mirror-like reflecting pool, 
and eastward at the end of the elm- 
bordered Mall, the imposing dome of 
the Capitol itself. 

But these are first impressions. As 
you spend three, five or ten days in 
the Washington area, you are amazed 
at the many phases of life in the na- 
tion’s capital. 

On the one hand you are surrounded 
by reminders that in the Capitol, the 
Supreme Court chambers, the White 
House, the embassies and legations, 
the imposing government buildings on 
every side, history is being made to- 
day. On the other you find fascinat- 
ing reminders of the past, of men and 
women and places you first encoun- 
tered in your history books. These 
take on a new flesh and blood reality 
as you stand beside the pew in which 
President Lincoln used to sit or look 
down at the aging signatures on the

original Declaration of Independence 

Meanwhile you are surrounded by 
architecture which is beautiful or 
seemingly familiar; by famous paint- 
ing and sculpturing, by museums and 
collections and libraries as well as by 


scenes of natural beauty. 


* Wuere shall you go? What shall 
you see? That, you discover, is your 
most difficult problem, especially if 
your stay is limited to a week or less. 

Of course you will want to see the 
Capitol itself, possibly pay a visit to 
your senator or congressman for 
passes to the visitors’ galleries in the 
House or Senate chambers. In it, if 
time permits, you will want to see 
Statuary Hall, the old Supreme Court 
Room, the Prayer Room of which you 
have probably read and of course the 
Rotunda. Younger members of your 
party may want to climb the narrow 
winding stairway between the inner 
and outer capitol dome. 

If you wish, your stay in Washing- 
ton can also include a visit to the 
White House where you will see the 
famous eliptical Blue Room, the East 
Room, State Dining Room and other 
public rooms on the main floor. You 
may climb—or ride—to the top of the 
555-foot Washington Monument for a 
breathtaking view of the city, stand 
with other visitors in the impressive 
Lincoln Memorial, visit the Supreme

a well-planned week in Washington, D.C., will give you sights and 


impressions to think and talk about for months to come. . . 


Court Building and the Library of 
Congress. (Special exhibits here in- 
clude a rare Gutenberg Bible, the first 
book to be printed with movable 
type.) 

At the National Archives building 
you may see the original Declaration 
of Independence, the Constitution of 
the United States and the Bill of 
Rights. These historic documents are 
sealed in bronze cases filled with 
helium, so constructed that the docu- 
ments may be lowered into bomb- 
proof, shockproof enclosures at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 


+ Perruaps by this time some members 
of your party will be ready for a 
change of pace. If so, this may be the 
day to visit the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion with its 50 million cataloged items 
ranging from gowns worn by wives of 
U. S. presidents to airplanes such as 
Lindbergh’s The Spirit of St. Louis. 

Across the Mall in the Natural His- 
tory Building you may see the world’s 
largest collection of biological, geolog- 
ical and anthropological material in- 
cluding exhibits of prehistoric mon- 
sters. Those with special interests in 
art and literature may slip off for 
visits to nationally and internationally 
known collections in the National, 
Freer or Corcoran galleries. 

For another change, plan on a day 
in neighboring Virginia. Across the 
Potomac is the giant Pentagon, head- 
quarters for the U. S. Department of 
Defense. Not far away is Arlington 
National Cemetery with the Tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier. More than a 
million people annually see the tomb

and witness the change of guard. 
Custis-Lee Mansion, one-time home 
of General Robert E. Lee, is also 
located here. 

From Arlington you can continue to 
Mount Vernon, home of President 
Washington, essentially as it was in his 
own day. Portions of the mansion 
date from about 1743. You may see 
the Banquet Hall, Music Room, Li- 
brary and bedroom in which Washing- 
ton died, as well as the kitchen, serv- 
ice lanes and a museum. Nearby is 
the tomb where General and Mrs. 
Washington are buried. 

The Capital is also rich in scenes 
and memorabilia associated with other 
presidents. One may visit the Old 
Ford’s Theater where Lincoln was 
shot and the house directly across 
the street where he died. The room 
in which the dying president was 
placed has remained largely un- 
touched. Visitors can also see the 
front parlor where Mrs. Lincoln sat 
during the night and the adjoining 
room where the Secretary of War took 
testimony concerning the assassina- 
tion. 


+ OF course Washington has much to 
interest the Christian visitor that is 
contemporary. The Washington Chris- 
tian Business Men’s Committee meets 
each week for Wednesday luncheons 
and conducts a Christian Service 
Men’s Center for the many service 
men in the area. The National Asso- 
ciation of Evangelicals maintains its 
busy Office of Foreign Affairs in 
downtown Washington while not far 
distant are the offices of the fort-

nightly magazine, Christianity Today. 

Farther out are the headquarters of 
International Christian Leadership, 
Inc., which sponsors prayer breakfasts 
for congressmen and other govern- 
mental leaders. Still another organ- 
ization, International Students, Inc., 
works from a Washington base in 
carrying on its nation-wide program 
for reaching out a friendly hand and 
a Christian witness to foreign stu- 
dents. 

These together with Washington 
Bible College which is located not far 
from the heart of the city give the 
visiting Christian points of contact and 
a source of information concerning 
evangelical churches or Christian ac- 
tivities. 

Visitors who are so minded may 
take the opportunity to see the huge 
Gothic Washington Cathedral (Epis- 
copal), the National Shrine of the 
Immaculate Conception and the Fran- 
ciscan Monastery (Roman Catholic). 
An Islamic Center with a mosque built 
and maintained by Mohammedan 
countries with Washington legations is 
also open to the public for those who 
want a glimpse of worship as practiced 
by one of the world’s aggressive non- 
Christian faiths. 


+ Do not be surprised if your first 
visit to Washington ends with several 
places you want to see still unseen and 
several things you have wanted to do 
still undone. There can be a next 
time. 

Far more important now are an- 
swers to questions concerning present

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possibilities. Where can you get more 
detailed information? When should 
you go? Where should you stay? Are 
there any preparations you should 
make? 

A good beginning is a letter to the 
Convention and Visitors Bureau of 
the Washington Board of Trade, 1616 
K. Street, N.W., Washington, D.C. 
Feel free to ask them about what to 
see, where to go, where to stay. They 
will respond with a packet of free 
literature which will be invaluable, 
especially if you are unacquainted 
with the capital. 

As for when to go, Washingtonians 
say preferably from March 15 through 
May or in September or October. If 
you're thinking of staying in a hotel 
or motel,—the Visitors’ Bureau packet 
should give you leads—be sure to 
make reservations in advance. Wash- 
ington is often crowded. 

At this point a guide book might be 
helpful. One of the best is the Visi- 
tors Guide of Washington (65 cents, 
Capsco Wholesalers, Inc., 1529 14th 
St.. N.W., Washington, D.C.) This 
book will give you sixty-four pages 
of color photos, information and maps 
outlining where to go and what to see. 

How long to stay, of course, depends 
on you—the time you have to spare, 
your budget, how much you want to 
see. Plan for at least three days or a 
week or more if possible. 


+ THERE are many ways of seeing 
Washington. If you go alone or your 
party will be small, look into the 
scores of special sightseeing tours of- 
fered by reputable sightseeing com-

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panies. 
saving time, of taking you to points of 
outstanding interest and of providing 
a wealth of information. 

On the other hand, you should 
realize before you go that your time at 
each point of interest will be limited. 
Families especially may prefer to map 
out their own daily schedule aided by 
a guide book and other literature. 

Preparing for your trip may prove 
almost as enjoyable as the trip itself. 
After getting information, decide on 
what you want to see and do. Do you 
want to get a glimpse of government, 
to delve in history, to follow some 
special line of interest, to look for a 
scenic beauty? Perhaps your answer 
will be a blend of all of these, but it 
will help to know your mind and make 
some choices while you are still at 
home. 

If time permits, by all means do 
some special reading. A good librarian 
can recommend a number of books 
dealing with the capital, the men and 
women who have made history against 
its backdrop, the dramas which have 
unfolded during its years as capital. 
The more you know of all these things, 
the greater your appreciation of what 
you'll see. 

“But,” you say, “this year we’re go- 
ing to Grumble Lake. We’ve already 
made our plans.” 

Never mind. Some day you will 
pack your bag and turn towards 
Washington. And when you do, per- 
haps, you'll remember that it was an 
article you saw back in 1961 that 
started you thinking of a vacation 
visit to our capital. END

WHY T Is assumed today that the gentle 


Jesus, the lowly carpenter of Naz- 
areth, the humble peasant of Palestine, 
the man of Galilee, never exhibited 


any feelings of anger. The popular 
conception of Him is that He was the 
personification of pacifism, the ideal of 
non-resistance, the incarnation of the 
world’s definition of meekness. Men 
today say that He was neutral on 


every question and broad-minded on 
every subject. 

This image of Jesus is absolutely 
foreign to the Word of God, and those 
who feed on this pious pablum think 
of a Jesus who never did exist. This is 
not the Jesus recorded in Scripture. 

A close and careful examination of 
the Gospels reveals that our Lord had 
an intense and passionate hatred of 
evil. He denounced sin and demon- 
strated against it courageously on 


every occasion. The fact of the matter 
is, if you read the Gospels from this 
viewpoint, you could even go to the 
opposite extreme and present Him as 
the first “angry young man!” 


+ Ancry? Yes. At the beginning of 
His ministry, He cleansed the temple. 
At the conclusion of His earthly min- 
istry, He cleansed the temple. Each 
time, evil-doers fled before Him. Why 
do you think they fled? There can be 
only one answer. It was because they 
saw an angry man bearing down upon 
them, and they were terrified. 
During my first pastorate, in Nash- 
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ville, Tenn., I often played handball spe 
By J. Vernon McGee and tennis with a man who was a lib- “y, 
eral preacher. He was a very fine man hor 
personally, but a graduate of a liberal x. hel 
seminary in New York City. This was . , lan 
in the days of pacifism, to which he ‘e not 
himself heartily subscribed. lan 
One day, after we had finished play- \ wh 
ing, he said to me, “I understand you 
preach that Jesus drove the money- +] 
changers out of the temple, and that eve 
He had a whip made of ropes, which tur 
He would have used on those people. ang 


You don’t really think that the gentle 
Jesus would ever have used that whip, \ j not 
do you?” ‘ 
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Can we shut our eyes 


to the evil about us 


and do nothing? 


I said to him, “I have only one ques- 
tion to ask you, and it is this: Was He 
bluffing?” 

I say to you, when those money- 
changers began to flee to the four 
winds, they scattered because there 
was before them a man big enough 
and angry enough to drive them out! 

This is the picture the Scripture 
presents of Him—not the willy-nilly, 
molly-coddled, shilly-shallying Mil- 
quetoast type of man a great many 
people would have us believe He was. 

Do not think that that hardened 
crowd—who knew they were breaking 
the law, who knew they were being 
irreverent, who knew they were defy- 
ing God—do not think they would 
have fled had they not been afraid of 
the man who was driving them out! 


+ One day Jesus stood and pro- 
nounced judgment upon the cities 
around the Sea of Galilee crying, 
“Woe unto thee, Chorazin! Woe unto 
thee, Bethsaida!” (Luke 10:13). 
Again, He stood over Jerusalem to 
pronounce judgment upon that city, 
and said concerning it, “Your house 
is left unto you desolate!” (Matt. 
23:38, 39) He pronounced woes 
against the scribes and Pharisees in 
the harshest denunciation in all of 
Scripture (or out of Scripture), a de- 
nunciation that still scorches the 
pages of the Word of God. 

Take a further example, as He was 
speaking to scribes and Pharisees: 
“Ye serpents, ye generation of vipers, 
how can ye escape the damnation of 
hell?” (Matt. 23:33). You cannot have 
language any strong than that. I can- 
not imagine the Jesus who used that 
language being unmoved by anger 
when He spoke to the crowd that day. 


* I want to speak particularly, how- 
ever, of one time when, the Scrip- 
ture distinctly says, Jesus exhibited 
anger. Of all times, it was on the Sab- 
bath day—a day on which most people 
not only put on a change of clothing, 
but a change of attitude as well, as 
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they come to church. Folks may not 
be “sweet” on other days, but they are 
generally sweet at church. However, 
our Lord wasn’t sweet at church. He 
was angry. And the record says that 
He was angry. 

Will you listen to Mark, as he re- 
cords this incident? 

“And he entered again into the 
synagogue: and there was a man 
there which had a withered hand. 
And they watched him, whether he 
would heal him on the sabbath day; 
that they might accuse him” (Mark 
3:1, 2). 

I cannot prove this, but I think this 
verse indicates that the man was 
planted there by the Pharisees and the 
scribes. Not because they wanted him 
healed—they didn’t care what hap- 
pened to him. They placed him there 
because they wanted to trap the Lord 
Jesus. They were after Him. 

Our Lord came and saw the situa- 
tion. “And He saith unto the man 
which had the withered hand, Stand 
forth” (Mark 3:3). That the man had 
been placed there made no difference 
to our Lord. He was going to do some- 
thing for the man. But before He did, 
He said to the scribes and Pharisees, 
“Is it lawful to do good on the sabbath 
days, or to do evil? to save life, or to 
kill? But they held their peace” 
(Mark 3:4). 

Candidly, they did not care. They 
were concerned about a religious rit- 
ual—that was all. 

“When he had looked round about 
on them with anger, being grieved for 
the hardness of their hearts, he saith 
unto the man, Stretch forth thine 
hand. And he stretched it out: and his 
hand was restored whole as the other” 
(Mark 3:5). 

Jesus was angry. He was angry with 
the hard hearts of the religious rulers. 
That was what made Him angry that 
Sabbath day when He went into the 
synagogue. 

And may I say this: If Jesus had not 
been angry, He would not have been 


God. 


+ Very little is said these days about 
the wrath of God. It is a silent note in 
modern preaching. But we need to say 
something about it. The Lord Jesus 
was angry. He was God. God is angry 


with sin. And we have a right to 
preach it. 

Back in Old Testament times, again 
and again, God exhibited anger 


against sin. There are over one hun- 
dred statements in the Old Testament 
which say that God was angry. Let us 
turn to the Old Testament and pick 
out one instance there. 

From I Kings 11:9, I lift out this 
statement: “And Jehovah was angry 
with Solomon” (A.S.V.). Why was 
God angry with Solomon? Let us read 
the whole passage. “And the Lord was 
angry with Solomon, because his heart 
was turned from the Lord God of 
Israel, which had appeared unto him 
twice.” 

Solomon had had a unique privi- 
lege. This man had dedicated the tem- 
ple, and when he did so, the glory of 
the Lord filled that temple. 

But now Solomon’s heart was 
turned away from the Lord, because 
he had married many women. And 
God was angry. Then, just as the veil 
in the temple was rent in twain when 
Christ died, so God reached to the 
top of Solomon’s kingdom, and right 
down through that kingdom He made 
a rent—dividing the kingdom. Why? 
Because He was angry. 


+ Ir you think these things are 
strange, then this may really startle 
you: Christians are commanded to be 
angry! 

Somebody will say, “Wait a minute 
now, preacher. You’ve gone too far! I 
happen to know that anger is a sin. 
The Bible says anger is a sin. Paul, in 
Ephesians 4:31, says, ‘Let all bitter- 
ness, and wrath, and anger, and clam- 
our, and evil speaking, be put away 
from you.’” 

Let us be clear on this. There cer- 
tainly is an anger which is a sin. When 
this old flesh of ours flares up because 
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of some little slight to our ego, that is 
sin. But, my friend, anger is not al- 
ways a sin for a believer, for he is 
commanded to be angry. 

Paul, writing to the Ephesians in 
this same chapter, says, “Be ye angry, 
and sin not” (Eph. 4:26). “Be ye 
angry”—that is a command. “And sin 
not’”— that is also a command. 

Christian character is evidenced by 
that which makes one angry. This was 
said of Gaston deFoix: “He loved 
what ought to be loved, and he hated 
what ought to be hated, and he was 
never destitute of conscience on any- 
thing.” 

The trouble with us believers today 
is that we have taken so many spirit- 
ual tranquilizers that we exhibit no 
resentment against evil at all. We 
want to be broad-minded, and believe 
me, we are! A lot of folks today are 
“syrupy.” They exhibit and exude 
saccharine sweetness. They just love 
everything! I want to say to you, it is 
one thing to love the good: it is an- 
other thing to hate the evil. 

The other day, a committee from a 
small community church in southern 
California came to see me. They were 
looking for a pastor. 

“What kind of pastor are you look- 
ing for?” I asked. 

“Well, we have two factions in our 
church,” they replied, “and we want

a man who can get along with every- 
body.” 

“Listen,” I said, “if you find such a 
man, you won’t want him. He’d be the 
sorriest pastor you could possibly get.” 

A man who can get along with 
everybody has something wrong with 
him, and especially if he’s a child of 
God. 


+ Pau. wrote a letter to the Corin- 
thians, in which he rebuked them se- 
verely. His words might be para- 
phrased this way: “You are over there 
arguing about whether Paul is greater, 
or Apollos is bigger, or Simon Peter is 
the greatest preacher. And many of 
you are saying, ‘I follow this one, and 
I follow that one.’ Baby talk! You are 
babies, carnal Christians, arguing 
about that sort of thing. You have no 
feeling about evil. It is right in your 
midst and you won’t do a thing about 
i 

Paul called this evil thing by name. 
He marked it out. And he said, “If you 
don’t do something about it, I will 
when I come!” 

The church in Corinth was stung 
to the quick. It went to its knees in 
prayer, and its conscience became 
sharpened again. The Corinthians said 
to the man who had done wrong, “You 
are wrong!” They were angry. 

Then Paul wrote a second letter to

God of the dawn, and God of the night, 
God of the dark, and God of the light; 


God of the flowers, and God of the birds, 
God of the flocks, and God of the herds; 


God of the stars, and God of the sand, 
God of the trees, and God of the land; 





them, saying: “For behold this self- 
same thing, that ye sorrowed after a 
godly sort, what carefulness it 
wrought in you, yea, what clearing of 
yourselves, yea, what indignation, yea, 
what fear, yea, what vehement desire, 
yea, what zeal, yea, what revenge! In 
all things ye have approved yourselves 
to be clear in this matter (II Cor. 
e278). 

What makes you angry today? If it 
is some personal resentment, some 
little personal slight, then it is sin. 
But can you shut your eyes to evil? 
Can you see that which is wrong, 
even in your church, and say nothing? 
Can you open your ears to gossip and 
listen to it, then do nothing about it? 
God have mercy on you if you can! 
That is not Christian. 


+ Let us take one further look at 
the Lord Jesus Christ. We noted some 
incidents in His earthly ministry. We 
went back to the Old Testament and 
saw that God was angry in the past. I 
want us to move into the future now, 
and take a final look at him. Will you 
listen to this language? 

“And the kings of the earth, and the 
great men, and the rich men, and the 
chief captains, and the mighty men, 
and every bondman, and every free 
man, hid themselves in the dens and in 
the rocks of the mountains; and said 
to the mountains and rocks, Fall on 
us, and hide us from the face of him 
that sitteth on the throne, and from 
the wrath of the Lamb: for the great 
day of his wrath is come; and who 
shall be able to stand?” (Rev. 
6:15-17) 

What a frightful and awful thing, to 
live in a world where there is no place 
to hide, no refuge to which one can 
flee! 

But for the sinner today there is a 
place to hide. It is in the cleft of the 
Rock, Christ Jesus, which was rent 
for us. Hidden there, sinners may hide 
till the storm of the wrath of God 
passes over. But that is the only place. 

Do not deceive yourself with the 
idea that, because He is characterized 
as a Lamb, He is not going to punish 
sin. He will punish sin. He does punish 
sin. The wrath of the Lamb is a sober 
and terrifying reality. 

Yet, that same Lamb was offered as 
a sacrifice for you and for me. He took 
in His body, there on the cross, all the 
wrath and judgment of a holy God 
against sin, in order that you and I 
might be saved. 

He is the only place of safety today, 
and He invites you to accept the merit 
of His sacrifice and be safe. To accept 
His invitation is to find the one hiding 
place for a sin-troubled heart. To re- 


ject Him is to choose wrath—the 
wrath of the Lamb. END

The business of keeping people in- 
formed and making sure they get the 
right facts is recognized in almost 
every area of life these days. The 
United States Government through its 
Information Agency tries to keep the 
world informed of what’s going on in 
this country. Our nation’s President 
is careful to have an alert “Press 
Secretary” at his side. Big business 
invests millions annually through ad- 
vertising and public relations -pro- 
grams to make sure the publie gets 
the right image of its operation. 

Yet the average local church or 
church organization assumes that 
everybody knows what’s going on and 
all the while keeps its members in a 
fog. 

What is behind this attempt of 
nearly every modern organization to 
keep its people informed? The simple 
belief that lack of information usually 
produces suspicion, and suspicion 
breeds trouble. Likewise, the church 
which fails to inform its members— 
and in that sense “excommunicates” 
them—is asking for trouble. 

‘There are a number of reasons for 
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this evangelical. excommunication. 
Possibly the church is°“run”™by a 
leadership clique who prefers to keep 
everyone else in the dark. Actually, 
the right spirituai leadership wants 
others to share the burdens and bless- 
ings (likewise, the mistakes!). The 
best solution to this problem is for 
those in the church who are spiritual 
to pray for God’s guidance, then lov- 
ingly, gradually and _ scripturally 
change the situation. It may take time, 
but chances are, the indifference 
which brought about the situation 
probably developed over a long period 
of time. 


+ More than likely, however, the 
“fact fog” exists, not because of the 
connivings of power-seeking officers, 
but because nobody understands the 
seriousness of the situation. A few 
test questions might be in order here. 
These the pastor might answer as the 
one man who should see that his flock 
is aware of what’s going on, or any 
representative of a group within the 
church. 

1. Do the members have to ask you 
and your officers repeatedly about 
such matters as church income, ex- 
penses, the names of new members 
and the progress of the latest. pro- 
gram? 

2. Have you detected in your calling 
and counseling an -undercurrent of 
discontent..and - distrust. concerning 
church activities? 

3. Are some members who are gen- 
uinely spiritual losing interest in the 
progress of the church? Worse, have 
a few of them begun openly to oppose 
your program? 

4. Is it getting harder to recruit new

workers and interest people or church 
groups in new projects? 

If the answer to any or all of these 
questions is “yes,” then trouble is on 
the way. Frankly, no secular business 
would tolerate this situation. “Keep 
the workers informed!” is the watch- 
word of successful concerns in this 
day of inexpensive: communications, 
and it’s time this challenge reached 
into the local church. 

You may be saying at this point, 
“I’m convinced that we need te keep 
our people better informed. But where 
do we begin? How does it work?” 

Let’s start with an imaginary Mr. 
and Mrs. Kenneth Howard. They’re 
new members at First Church just 
down the street. They have talked 
with the pastor about joining the 
church. After that they met with the 
membership committee. 

“Here are some booklets that we'd 
like you to read carefully,” the chair- 
man told them. “They explain just 
what our church stands for and what’s 
expected of our members. And also 
what you can expect of the church.” 

In the privacy of their home (not in 
the rush and confusion of an after- 
church committee session), Mr. and 
Mrs. Howard get acquainted with the 
church. The booklets—they can be 
mimeographed folders—tell in simple 
language all they need to know about 
what: is required, who’s who and 
what's going on. Result: they unite 
with the church with their eyes open! 

Maybe this is a good place to make 
a plea for church constitutions that 
people can read and understand. “TI 
could understand this clause better if 
it was still in the original Greek!” a 
deacon said to me one evening after 






he’d been sweating over a church 
organizational problem. 

We expect the pastor to speak in 
language that we can understand. Yet, 
for some strange reason, we think it’s 
all right for the constitution commit- 
tee (o wrap up our church organiza- 
tion in a fleed of “whereases,” “there- 
fores” and “parties of the first part.” 
How many church dissensions have 
been caused by foggy phrases in 
church constitutions nobody knows, 
but if there’s a place where clear, 
everyday English should be used, it’s 
in that valuable document. 


+ Now that the Howards are members 
of First Church, they discover that 
every month Flashes from First ar- 
rives in their mailbox. Flashes is a 
four-page mimeographed newsletter 
that tells what happened at First 
Church the previous month. In ten 
minutes reading time, Ken and his 
wife learn the names of all the new 
members, all the new babies, who is 
in the hospital and who is on vacation, 
and exactly where church finances 
stand. 

“I see the building fund was down 
last month,” Ken says to his wife. 
“That extra money we have could go 
there this month.” And without even 


asking for money; the building com- 


mittee sees the building fund grow. 
Score one for communications! 
Incidentally, don’t wait for an ex- 
perienced journalist’ to join your 
church before sending that monthly 
newsletter. There is surely someone 


capable of handling the job, no matter 
how inexperienced he or she may be. 
At the cost of just a few dollars each 
month, the newsletter is the best sin- 









































































gle means of communication your 
church can have. 

Nor does your newsletter have to 
be an elaborately designed and printed 
affair. Even a neat, well-written one- 
pager is better than nothing. Any 
number of persons or groups in the 
church would be willing to keep up 
the mailing list and handle the distri- 
bution. Also, as a fringe benefit, you 
get more people busy in the Lord’s 
work, and happier because of it. 

“And now the announcements... 
These, like the poor about whom Jesus 
talked, will always be with us! But 
why must they be so rambling and 
impersonal? A_ carefully-prepared 
church bulletin can do the job better 
and save from five to fifteen minutes 
in the average church service. 

The church bulletin, besides outlin- 
ing the service (or services), must 
primarily inform the people. There- 
fore, mercilessly eliminate phrases 
like “Be sure to attend!” or “A good 
time is planned for all!” They mean 
nothing and impress nobody, and they 
take up valuable space that could be 
given to important matters. 

Many churches have discovered the 
value of the church calendar. This is 
a regular calendar page inserted in 
the bulletin, listing the various church 
activities and the proper days. After 
a few months, the members learn to 
keep their calendars near the tele-

phone or in their Bibles. This way they 
know what’s going on at the church 
the whole month. 

Reading announcements from the 
bulletin publicly is like underlining 
every sentence in a book. You touch 
everything and emphasize nothing. 
Major instead on key announcements 
that affect the church as a whole. If 
the Maranatha Women’s Class wants 
the entire church to come to their tea, 
they have the right to expect an an- 
nouncement from the pulpit. If they 
want only the women between fifty 
and and eighty-five, why involve 95 
per cent of the congregation to get 
the message across to the other 5 per 
cent? If each church group had an 
up-to-date mailing list and an active 
telephone committee, there would be 
no need to waste time promoting their 
projects on Sunday morning. 

For an information center, there’s 
nothing like an attractive, strategically 
placed bulletin board. By the way, in- 
stead of calling it “the church bulletin 
board,” why not designate it your 
“Information Center” and lend _ it 
prestige? Select someone to manage 
it who has an artistic sense and a 
thick skin—the former to keep the 
information center looking neat and 
setting out the facts clearly, and the 
latter to keep off space-wasting no- 
tices that accomplish nothing.

viewer (between the lines): “Better 
have plenty of time, because there’s a 
lot here to read!” whereupon he’! 
merely glance at it and move on. 
Selecting a few major items and ar- 
ranging them in interesting settings 
will attract attention and get the mes- 
sage across. 

Something else: why not have du- 
plicate information centers throughout 
the church? Obviously the entire con- 
gregation can’t crowd around one bul- 
letin board, so provide other centers 
with duplicate material. You could 
also move items from one center to 
another over the period of a month. 
A neat bulletin board in the nursery, 
for example, will reach many mothers, 
and centers in various lounges and at 
main entrances will assure you that 
more people are getting the facts. 

There’s one more factor involved, an 
important informational ingredient 
that your pastor and board cannot con- 
trol. That indispensable ingredient is 
you! For a church to keep its members 
up-to-date, there must be reporters 
to help do the job. When your pastor 
asks for your monthly or quarterly 
report, be sure he gets it before the 
deadline. This is to your advantage, 
since it will raise the prestige of your 
group in the eyes of the official family. 
Not only that, but the typist, having 
received the material early, will be 
able to do a better job of cutting that 
stencil. If she is rushed at the last 
minute by late reports, she is more 
likely to make mistakes. 

When you hear of members who are 
ill, who have had accidents or who 
have experienced some family trag- 
edy, inform the pastor or the board 
chairman. If you say, “Oh, somebody 
is sure to call the pastor!” chances are 
no one will call. And most pastors 
would rather have a dozen calls than 
not hear at all. 

One more suggestion: Help the pas- 
tor keep absent members informed. 
If your church has a registration sys- 
tem in the services, then the pastor 
will usually know who is absent and 
will mail them the Sunday bulletin or 
deliver it to them personally. But you 
can pick up a few extra bulletins and 
make some calls, too! Use your tele- 
phone to inform people of important 
church events, particularly those 
members who operate on the fringes 
of the church program. In a very real 
sense, this is a spiritual ministry. 

The peace and progress of your 
church or church group may well de- 
pend on this word: information. Ex- 
communicating the members is the 
first step toward expelling them. “That 
the soul be without knowledge, it is 
not good,” goes the old proverb (Prov. 
19:2), and there’s no better time to 
heed this counsel than now. END

By doing this menial task willingly 
and unostentatiously the Lord Jesus 
set a pattern for His disciples:

For I have 
given you an example, that ye should 
do as I have done to you” (13:14, 15).

Me”: 

“Let not your heart be troubled: 
ye believe in God, believe also in me” 
(14:1). 

It was true that He was going away 
from them; sadly true also that they 
had no stability in themselves. But He 
was not deserting them. The very pur- 
pose of His going was for their sakes, 
with their ultimate welfare in view: 

“In my Father’s house are many 
mansions [abiding places]: if it were 
not so, I would have told you. I go to 
prepare a place for you. And if I go 
and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you unto my- 
self; that where I am, there ye may be 
also” (14:2, 3). 

This was heartening, and no doubt 
they sensed it instantly; but Thomas, 
vaguely grasping at the hope offered, 
nevertheless voiced the perplexity of 
all their minds as he confessed that he 
did not really know where the Lord 
Jesus was going. And if one does not 
know the destination, how can one 
possibly know the way to get there 
(14:5)? 

Here the Lord Jesus gave to His 
disciples that truth which they needed 
so rauch—the truth which we need. It 
is He Himself who is the answer to our 


| questions, the solution of our prob- 


lems, the allaying of our anxieties. 
Not so much what He has given or 
what He has said, or even what He 
has done, but Christ Himself! 

“Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, 
the truth, and the life: no man [no 
one] cometh unto the Father, but by 
me” (14:6). 

Not the road marker, but the Road: 
not the truth teacher, but the Truth: 
not the life-giver, but the Life. And 
not a way, but the only Way; not one 
facet of truth, but the Truth; not one 
way of life, but Life itself. Here is 
further amplification of that which has 
been declared from the Prologue on. 
Christ is the source of life (compare 
1:4). There is a complete exclusive- 
ness about Him. One of the worst mis- 
takes of human religions is that of 
thinking that good parts of many 
faiths can be combined into one. No, 
it is Christ altogether or Christ not at 
all. His glory He will not share with 
another. Those who profess to have 
fellowship with God apart from Christ 
are living in the most profound self- 
deception. 

This is a truth which even some 
Christians have difficulty in grasping. 
Sometimes men are inclined to think, 
“Well, the poor heathen worships the 
true God, because after all there is 
only one God; therefore he is but a 
step from salvation.” That step, how- 
ever, is as wide as the universe. He is 
not worshiping the true God unless he 
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is worshiping Jesus Christ, for God 
cannot even be known apart from 






again: 
“No man hath seen God at any time; 


bosom of the Father, he hath declared 
him” (1:18). 

Perhaps John was thinking of this 
statement of the Lord Jesus, this 
marvelous “I AM” saying, as the Holy 
Spirit prompted him to write in his 
First Epistle: 

“Who is a liar but he that denieth 
that Jesus is the Christ? He is anti- 
christ, that denieth the Father and the 
Son. Whosoever denieth the Son, the 
same hath not the Father: ... And 
this is the record, that God hath given 
to us eternal life, and this life is in His 


’ and he that hath not the Son of God 
hath not life” (I John 2:22, 23; 5:11, 
12). 

Still the disciples did not understand 
clearly. (We ought not to blame them, 
for they had more difficulties than we 
know.) Just one glimpse of the Father, 
Philip said (as probably all of them 
thought); that will be enough to sat- 
isfy (14:8). 

If you approach this point without 
having read what has gone before in 
the Gospel, you might be thunder- 
. struck at the purport of the Lord 
r Jesus’ reply; that is, if it really sank 
in so that you understood the magni- 
tude of it: He that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father (14:9). 

Therefore, we can say to people: 
“Do you sincerely want to know what 
God is like? Then look at Jesus Christ, 
for He is God.” 

This One who is indeed God has 
taken His own into a wonderfully 
blessed partnership with Himself. 
While here on earth He voluntarily 
limited Himself by becoming a man 
and accepting the sinless limitations 
that are inherent in humanity. Al- 
though He always continued to be 
God, the Lord Jesus, because of His 
human nature, lived and worked in 
only one locality at a time during His 
earthly ministry. Now He was to 
leave; He was to be glorified; and 
through His own He would multiply 
and magnify His works, just as He 
had multiplied the loaves and the 
fishes. 

The chief responsibility that we 
have in this strange but wonderful 
partnership is to ask; His responsi- 
bility is to do (14:13, 14). This does 
not mean that we are to be passive 
and to do nothing. Those who are in | 
fellowship with the Lord Jesus will 
be those most occupied with activity 
for Him. It will be unfrustrated, un- 
vexed activity, seriously urgent, yet 
beautifully and indescribably serene. 
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Jesus Christ. Remember the Prologue |

the only begotten Son, which is in the | 
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Nevertheless, we must not forget 
that our chief contribution to the 
heavenly partnership remains simply 
to ask. Contribution? Even that which 
is our part is a complete dependence 


' upon Him. It is He who is working, 





even in our work. What a blow this 
is to human pride, which attempts to 
trip us even as Christian disciples. 
There is absolutely no place for pride 
in this partnership. 


+ In the upper room the Lord Jesus 
gave the beginning of doctrinal truths 


| that are developed at greater length in 


the epistles of the New Testament. 
Luke tells us in his introduction to the 
Book of Acts that his “former treatise” 
(the Gospel According to Luke) was a 


| record of all that Jesus “began both to 








do and teach” (Acts 1:1). The impli- 
cation is that He continued both to do 
and to teach after His ascension to 
heaven. Here, in John, in the upper 
room, is the grand beginning of that 
teaching concerning the distinctive 
ministries of the Holy Spirit in this 
age—teaching which is continued in 
the epistles. 

In Old Testament times, indeed up 
to the time the Lord Jesus spoke, the 
Holy Spirit came upon people and 
equipped them for special tests and 
ministries, but He did not permanently 
live in even the greatest of the saints. 
However, to the disciples Christ said, 
“The Spirit of truth... dwelleth with 
you, and shall be in you” (14:17). The 
indwelling was yet future, to become a 
precious, present reality only after the 
death and resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus. 

The Holy Spirit was to be “another 
Comforter” (14:16). This, of course, 
indicated that they had already known 
one Comforter. Here was to be 
another, just like the first One (for 
that is the force of the adjective in the 
original). Christ Himself had been 
their Comforter (the word means 
literally “one called alongside,” obvi- 
ously to help). Now He would send to 
them His other Self, so to speak. But 
while Christ in His glorified humanity 
could only be with them, the Holy 
Spirit was to be in every one of them 
and in all of the millions of others who 


| through the age would believe on the 





Lord Jesus. Here was the motivating 
power which would enable them to do 
the “greater works” (14:12). 

In I John 2:1, where the Lord Jesus 
is called (in the Authorized Version) 
“an Advocate with the Father,” the 
word Advocate is the translation of the 
same Greek word which is translated 
in this passage, Comforter. In its Latin 
form advocate means “one called 
alongside”; it is identical in meaning 
with the Greek word (which is some- 
times written in English as Paraclete). 


So we believers have two Advocates, 
two Comforters—One at the right 
hand of the Father (the Lord Jesus) 
and One within our very being (the 
Holy Spirit). 


+ One of the ministries of the Holy 
Spirit, according to the Lord Jesus in 
this passage, was to be that of teach- 
ing. The apostles later experienced the 
thrill of His bringing “all things to 
[their] .. . remembrance” (14:26) as 
they went about telling of the Lord 
Jesus, and as some of them were ap- 
pointed by God to be writers of Holy 
Scripture. In a more limited, but no 
less real, way we can know this min- 
istry of the Holy Spirit. It is useless to 
try to study the Bible without Him, 
for He who is the infallible Author is 
the only completely reliable Inter- 
preter. Of course He imparts His 
teaching to other Christians as well as 
to us; therefore we cannot afford to 
bypass the fund of knowledge which 
has been built up in the Church. 

In the deepest sense, Christ Him- 
self is the Teacher and the Holy Spirit 
is His Agent in continuing the ministry 
of instruction which He began in the 
upper room. This is brought out more 
fully in chapter 16. 

Before arising and departing for the 
garden, the Lord Jesus pronounced 
His bequest of peace to His own (14: 
27). He announced also the presence 
of the “prince of this world,” whom He 
had mentioned before (12:31) and 
whom He would mention once again 
(16:11). Our study of this title must 
also be deferred until the next unit. 

What other room on earth ever 
heard such sayings as were uttered in 
that upper room? While we need not 
attach importance to mere places, and 
we dare not erect any shrines, how 
thankful we can be that the Lord 
Jesus was willing to grace this sin- 
cursed earth with His presence and 
to go in and out of ordinary rooms, 
bringing with Him the glory of His 
perfect personality. And He will be 
with us in our houses and our apart- 
ments; more than that, in our very 
lives, if we but let Him.

A Bibliography on the Holy Spirit — Part Il 


THE First part of this bibliography 
appeared in March. The titles ex- 
tended to the end of the last century 
(1899). In reading this second part, 
one soon will be aware that more 
books have been published on the 
Holy Spirit in the last fifty years in 
the English language than were pub- 
lished on this subject in the preceding 
250 years. 

In the twentieth century the Roman 
Catholic Church began to issue a large 
number of works for the first time. 
Before 1900 Roman Catholic writings 
on the Holy Spirit, written in or trans- 
lated into our language, were quite 
scarce. In my opinion Protestant 
writings on the Holy Spirit—even the 
most scholarly works of our day—are 
not giving Roman Catholic literature 
the attention it deserves.

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A Review 





HIS volume is an entirely new 

translation of the New Testament. 
There is no attempt at a revision of 
any existing English version. The 
translators were appointed by repre- 
sentatives of the British churches and 
Bible societies. The director of the 
work of translation was the Rev. Dr. 
C. H. Dodd, noted British biblical 
scholar. One interesting feature is 
that, in addition to the panel of trans- 
lators, there was a panel whose duty 
involved literary revision, “Since 
sound scholarship,” say the transla- 
tors, “does not always carry with it a 
delicate sense of style...” 

The aims in producing this trans- 
lation, they say, are (1) “...a faith- 
ful rendering of the best available 
Greek text into the current speech of 
our own time”; (2) the use of “con- 
structions and idioms” of current Eng- 
lish in place of a slavish following of 
Greek word order and sentence struc- 
ture; (3) to provide a strict transla- 
tion, not a paraphrase: “Taken as a 
whole, our version claims to be a 
translation, free, it may be, rather 
than literal, but a faithful translation 
nevertheless, so far as we could com- 
pass it.” 

The paragraph above touches on the 
basic problems of translation. In this 
connection we want to say that we do 
not object to private translations in- 
dulging in free renderings which often 
are suggestive and stimulating (such 
translations, by their very nature, are 
supplementary and of less authority 
than standard translations). However, 
we do object to unnecessary use of 
this looser method of translation for 
standard versions. Those, like us, who 
believe in the verbal inspiration of the 
Scripture must look askance upon 
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For the past thirteen years a committee of translators, representing 
some dozen denominational and independent groups in the British 


Isles, has been at work on a new translation of the Bible. Recently 


— in March — Oxford University Press and Cambridge University 


Press jointly released the New Testament portion (447 pages, $4.95).

taking too great liberties in transla- 
tion. We are not at all persuaded that 
the use of paraphrase and other de- 
vices of free translation are as neces- 
sary as many modern scholars think 
them to be. Making due allowance for 
the idioms involved, both in the lan- 
guage to be translated and in the 
language in which the translation is 
made, it surely is not too much to ask 
that nouns be translated as nouns, 
verbs as verbs, etc. 

The humility of the translators is 
refreshing. In the difficult field of 
criticism, they say: “The translators 
are well aware that their judgment is 
at best provisional, but they believe 
the text they have followed to be an 
improvement on that underlying the 
earlier translations.” Concerning the 
work as a whole they say: “The trans- 
lators are as conscious as anyone can 
be of the limitations and imperfections 
of their work.” 

This new version of the New Testa- 
ment is readable. A number of its 
renderings are vivid, helpful and 
clear. Since it does admit to para- 
phrasing occasionally (“ . we have 
taken this liberty only with extreme 
caution, and in a very few passages, 
where without it we could see no way 
to attain our aim of making the mean- 
ing as clear as it could be.”), we men- 
tion only in passing such items as 
“there is plenty of room on the road” 
for “broad is the way” (Matt. 7:13); 
“forces of death” for “gates of Hades” 
(Matt. 16:18); “by any human stand- 
ard” for “after the flesh” (I Cor. 
1:26); “a number have died” for 
“many sleep” (I Cor. 11:30); etc. In 
many instances we agree with the 
paraphrase, so long as it is understood 
as such; occasionally we think the 


literal rendering might have been re- 
tained as more biblical and forceful. 

There aye a number of other matters 
to which we should call attention. 
Some translations are hard to justify: 
e.g., Matthew 5:6; 21:1; Mark 15:39; 
Luke 1:27; 23:54; John 1:12; 16: 8-10; 
Acts 1:6; 3:15; 8:39; Romans 9:5; I 
Corinthians 7:36; I Timothy 3:6; 4:2 
(and elsewhere). The absence of 
italics for supplied words does not 
allow the serious student who is un- 
acquainted with the original language 
to be aware of these additions. The 
adherence to the principle of not capi- 
talizing pronouns even for deity (ex- 
cept when punctuation demands it) is 
in keeping with modern usage— 
though we notice the use of thou, thee 
and thy of the Father and of you and 
your for the Son in the Gospels (evi- 
dently not elsewhere, cf. Heb. 1:8-12). 
The marginal reference at Matthew 
1:16 to the single late reading which 
speaks of Joseph as our Lord’s father 
is needlessly introduced. The render- 
ing of II Timothy 3:16 is a step defi- 
nitely in the wrong direction. It is to 
be expected that in certain spelling, in 
usage and in monetary references the 
version would be definitely English. 

As an additional translation this 
new version will undoubtedly be 
helpful to some. In our judgment it 
is a volume for the reader who wants 
a sense of the sweep of Scripture in 
modern speech; it is not a basic text 
for the student (though it undoubted- 
ly does have supplementary value). 
The student will want to use it in 
comparison with the older versions— 
to gain fresh insights from the mod- 
ern language and to be sure to main- 
tain the basics from the tried and 
proven.

W HO learns the most in adult Sun- 
day school classes? The teacher, 
of course! How often have we heard 


teachers tell how much they have 
learned since they began teaching 
Sunday school. Unfortunately, real 


Sunday school success depends not on 
how much teachers learn but on how 
much the pupils learn. 

In many of our Sunday schools pu- 
pils come week after week and watch 
the teacher learn. The teacher is more 
concerned with giving pupils what he 
has learned rather than leading them 
through the process of learning. The 
reason teachers learn the most is be- 
cause they do the most. 

Most teachers could increase their 
effectiveness many times if they would 
get their pupils actively involved in

in class, he learns very little. 

How simple it would be if the 
prophet had said, “Gather the people 
together that we might teach,” rather 
than “Gather the people together .. .

HOME BIBLE STUDY 


Having trouble getting pupils 
to study the Bible for themselves? 
Check this list of ways to lead

—both in class and at home. 


¥ Use a record system that indi- 
cates ''prepared lessons."

It’s no wonder that few of our 


| classes study the lesson when there 


is no study manual, nothing included 
in the record system to indicate a pre- 
pared lesson and little incentive of- 
fered in the class hour to encourage 
pupils to study. 

The following organizational plan 
will go far to lick the problem. Divide 
the class into four groups. Each week 
let one group have some responsibility 
in preparing and teaching the lesson. 
They may do research, participate in 
a panel or debate, lead buzz groups, 
stage a skit to open the lesson, prepare 
some visual for the teacher or lead a 
discussion. In this way at least one- 
fourth of the class does some outside 
work each week. That’s better than 
one person doing it all. But this will 
put a greater responsibility on the 
teacher to meet or call the various 
groups from week to week. The tend- 
ency too often is to prepare a nicely 
packaged lecture (with little oppor- 
tunity for participation) because we 
are just too busy for pupil contact. 


+ Ir we get pupils doing the assign- 
ments, we’ve won half the battle. The 
other half is the application. Learning 
depends not on what pupils hear but 
what they do about what they hear. 


Unless our lessons get out of the class- 
room we have not really “learned 
Christ.” No Sunday school class 
should ever be dismissed without 
some definite understanding on the 
part of every class member of what 
he can do, feel, think or observe in 
relation to the morning lesson. 

Too often our pleas are nebulous 
and taper off into generalities. We 
send people away without a clear un- 
derstanding of “what this lesson 
means to me in my life this week.” 
Pupils have the what but little in the 
way of the how to do it. And we know 
from experience that doing does not 
always follow knowing. 

Think seriously of a carry-over 
project for your class. This should 
grow out of the lesson material itself 
and should not take much time. The 
important thing is that pupils will be 
consciously doing something on the 
basis of what they have learned. They 
may forget what they have heard, but 
nothing can take away the lesson they 
have learned through doing. 

Perhaps as a project your pupils 
can pray for a particular request every 
day, or send a get well card to a sick 
friend, or finish a book, or give some- 
one a tract, or list some observations 
they have made. These things should 
be done in relation to the Sunday les- 
son. The purpose is to get Christianity 
into life. 

A project provides excellent con- 
tinuity from week to week to allow 
time for brief progress reports each 
Sunday morning. With some inge- 
nuity this weekly reporting will build 
class morale and enthusiasm. It’s al- 
ways easier to memorize Scripture, or 
whatever else we decide on, when 
“everybody’s doing it.” 

It’s time we got down to the serious 
business of training our pupils not 
only to study the Bible for themselves 
but to make concrete applications of 
the Word to their daily lives. A few 
signs around our Sunday schools 
titled, “No Auditors Allowed” might 
be in order to squelch the idea once 
and for all that the teacher does it all.

Dish Mop Puppets 

Dish mops make a good base for 
puppets.

Take 
a strip of cloth about 5 by 7 inches,

Sew the strip on to the tight 
part of the mop, making sure that the 
puppets face is centered in the front.

Flower Vases 


What should you do those 


with 
marigolds, roses, dandelions and other 
cut flowers which pupils bring for the 
VBS classroom? You can make a good 
looking flower vase for them with an 


empty milk carton. Cut off the top 
and cover the carton with aluminum 
foil. The wax coating on the cartons 
makes the holder water proof. You 
might put strips of colored paper 
around the vases to brighten it up. 
When the flowers are gone, you can 
discard the vase and eliminate storage.

While still in high 
school, I was persuaded that God 
wanted me in “full-time” Christian 
service. During my early college 
years, that impression deepened, al- 
though I was given no assurance as to 
where the field of service lay. I often 
looked with longing to the foreign 
mission field, but the conviction that 
this was my future sphere was not 
strong enough to allow me to join the 
college foreign missions fellowship 
group. 

When the man who is now my hus- 
band asked me to marry him, I felt 
unable to give him a definite answer, 
until further waiting on the Lord re- 
vealed God’s particular field of service. 
My friend seemed headed for the pas- 
torate; I felt the Lord might want me 
in a foreign land. How could I say yes 
or no until I knew? 

The next few months were miser- 
able, especially for my would-be hus- 
band, although he exercised admirable 
patience. When it seemed this in- 
tolerable situation would never be re- 
solved, all at once the overwhelming 
conviction came to me that I really 
loved this one, and that God had 
placed that love in my heart. .. Then 
I knew that the answer would be yes. 

Twenty years have passed since that 
time, and in all honesty I can say that 
I have never doubted God’s leading. 
I have always felt that God had a spe- 
cial ministry for me wherever He led 
my husband.

it adds the dash of spice and zest that 
I need for the fullest enjoyment of life. 

As a young person, I presented my 
life to the Lord to do His will, then 
went about doing each thing He put 
before me. In the course of time, a 


| friendship was formed that I knew 
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was of God’s designing. I had been 
raised in “the fishbowl”; now I was 
asked to return to it! 

To me, marrying a minister was a 
divine call to the women’s portion of 
a “ministerial partnership” plus the 
call of a personal love. A minister’s 
wife is indeed “hubby’s helper,” but as 
a member of a three-way partnership: 
“workers together with God.” 


NEW YORK 

Sir: As to whether a pastor’s wife 
should have a call to her work, I be- 
is definitely yes. I 
did not have that call when my hus- 
band accepted his first pastorate. But 
we did not accept the second one until 
I had this assurance—experience had 
proved it necessary! 

Over the years, my husband and I 
have come to the following convic- 
tions: 1) Both the husband and wife 
need God’s call to a particular type of 
service. Without this call and without 
personal convictions in the matter, the 
wife is apt to become dissatisfied, and 
will not be a proper help meet to her 
husband or a blessing to the work. 
2) To a specific pastorate, both hus- 
band and wife should have God’s call 
—for the same reasons. 

If I were to counsel young people 
who are considering Christian service, 
1) Do not give out 
unnecessary information about ten- 
tative plans, because you will then be 
faced with the confusing additional 
burden of public opinion. 2) Do not 
be pressured away from God’s real 
choice by the opinions of acquaint- 
ances—or by a sense of duty. 


GEORGIA 

Sir: [Your editorial] struck a re- 
sponsive chord with me. Having been 
a “daughter of the manse,” I realized 
what was involved when I said, “I do” 
to a prospective minister of the gospel. 
I had watched my godly parents as 
they wept and rejoiced together 
through many wonderful and bitter 
experiences. 

Now, as a minister’s wife, I feel very 
definitely that I could be a very un- 
happy person if it were not that I am 
serving the Lord Himself and not my 
husband. We’ve had trying times— 
living standards below normal, un- 
desirable neighbors, misunderstand- 
ing, late hours, and many other in- 
conveniences. But after reading many 
missionary books—I think of Rachel 
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Saint and Betty Elliott living in the 
savage Auca tribe in Ecuador—I find 
all my problems reduced to nothing. 

And any inconveniences are made 
up by all the thrilling answers to 
prayer as the Lord is allowed to work 
and people’s lives are changed. 


ILIFORNIA 

Sir: I am the wife of a dedicated 
pastor and the mother of three daugh- 
ters. We have served two established 
churches and are now beginning a new 
one. The years have been precious, 
rewarding and fruitful, although at 
times we have been tested and tried. 

I believe with firm intenseness that 
the wife of the minister must have a 
divine call. Her mental, physical and 
spiritual needs demands this. Her life, 
as well as that of her husband’s, must 
be an example before her children and 
the congregation. She becomes one 
with her husband in all things, and 
must feel the direct leading of God at 
all times. 

Yes, I do enjoy helping hubby, but 
first and foremost I am serving my 
wonderful Lord. 

WISCONSIN 

Sir: Let me begin at the beginning. 
At fifteen, God called me to His glori- 
ous light, thanks to a faithful pastor 
and his wife who lived Christ and 
loved me.

ON CHURCH MUS/C 


By Don Hustad 





IN OUR SERIES of 
discussions con- 
cerning various 
areas of church 
music, we come 
this month to what 
we often refer to 
loosely as special 
music. Under this 
term we will in- 
non-congregational vocal 
small ensemble, and 





clude all 
music — solo, 
choral music. 

Waldo Selden Pratt in Musical 
Ministries in the Church (Revell Co., 
1901) points out that the spiritual 


| function of the choir is a priestly one. 


They do something on behalf of the 
congregation of worshipers which they 
cannot do for themselves. So it is 
that the spiritually minded audience 
hears the anthem, not as spectators at 
a concert, but with the knowledge that 
this is their expression of praise. They 
will join their hearts, their minds and 
their emotions with the choir members 
who are offering the “sacrifice of 
praise” with their lips, as well as their 
hearts. 

Similarly, in the gospel solo or the 
male quartet, the singers are rendering 
a word of testimony or of admonition. 
The rest of the congregation hear it— 


| not in terms of pleasure—but as their 
| own expression of faith. 


They will 
sing “in their hearts” in harmony with 
those who are using their voices. 

When choosing material for the 
choir, the director must always re- 
member his priestly function. He is 
not offering the work for himself 
alone, but for each member of the 
congregation, and they must wnder- 
stand it in order to share it. 

Some congregations cannot share an 
expression of praise that is unfamiliar. 
For them the arrangement of the 
hymn or gospel song is easiest under- 
stood and shared. Fortunately, there 
are many fine arrangements available 
today. Broadman Press has just re- 


| leased a new volume entitled Selec- 
| tions for 


the Revival Choir, No. 2 
(60¢); its simple settings are ideal for 
the evangelistic crusade. Another 
simple book is Mixed Voices, No. 2 
(Lillenas; 85¢). The larger choir may 
want to consider the unique pair of 
books arranged by Dick Anthony: 


Zondervan’s Trios (60¢), written for 
ladies’ voices. Zondervan’s Songs for 
Men (60¢) combines with it for a full 
seven-part mixed chorus. Last (and 
probably least) is a volume I was 
privileged to complete for the Hope 
Publishing Company, Hymn Arrange- 
ments No.7 for Mixed Voices (75¢). 

Some churches seem to feel that 
they dare not even try to exist with- 
out a choir. But let’s remember that 
special music should be just that— 
special! There is a certain minimum 
standard of quality for the solo, the 
trio or the choir. Sometimes I think 
the small church with limited talent 
should better concentrate on good 
congregational singing until they have 
attracted or trained enough people for 
a good choir. 

More and more churches are finding 
that anthems for the choir truly pro- 
vide something special that lifts the 
heart in emotion that approaches spir- 
itual ecstacy, and fulfills the injunction 
of Psalm 66:2: “Make His praise 
glorious.” A letter to any one of the 
leading publishers will bring you a 
descriptive catalog, and perhaps even 
some samples. 

Better still, become a member of the 
National Church Music Fellowship, 
and you will receive regular sample 
copies of biblically strong anthems 
selected by the Fellowship’s literature 
committee. Membership fee is only 
$3.00 (Thomas Zehr, secretary, 701 W. 
Rudisill Blvd., Fort Wayne 6, Ind.). 

And what of solo, duet, trio and 
quartet books? They certainly are not 
in short supply. These good choices 
have come across my desk lately: 

Let’s Sing Duets, Vol. 3 (Singspira- 
tion, 75¢); Songs for Men, No. 2 
(Broadman, 75¢); Solo and Duet Spe- 
cials, No. 1 (Hope, 85¢); Low Voice 
Solos No. 4 (Lillenas, 75¢); Gospel 
Songs for the Easter Season (Rode- 
heaver, 75¢); Hymn Arrangements 
No. 3 for Treble Voices (Hope, 75¢). 

Whenever I need encouragement in 
the ministry of song, I read again II 
Chronicles 5:11-14. Here was an in- 
stance when during a musical offering 
of praise, “The house was filled with 
a cloud ...so that the priests could not 
stand to minister by reason of the 
cloud: for the glory of the Lord had 
filled the house of God.”

MISSION

A COUPLE of years ago, a Christian businessman who 
was traveling through,the South stopped at a certain 
place in Tennessee for a few davs of relaxation. 

The town was Grandview, just across from the 
Kentucky border, and the place where he 

stayed was a home mission station 

called the Cedine Bible Mission. The things he 

saw there were so amazing, and made such an 
impression, that he and his wife decided 

to come there the following 

summer to spend their entire vacation. 

Of course he saw the natural beauty of the 
Tennessee countryside, the laughing 


streams filled with fish, the scenic wonders - 


and the historical sights. But he saw something 
else. He saw in this ideal vacation spot 

a dynamic home missionary activity reaching 
the vast Negro population in that area for Christ. 
To him and to his wife it was an unforgettable

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experience each day, when the day’s 
fishing was over, to sit by the camp- 
fire and listen to the testimonies of 
Negro young people who had come to 
know Christ through the camp min- 
istry. 

Experiences like these in dozens of 
different settings throughout the 
country await the Christian vacationer 
this year, who will combine his time 
of recreation with a bit of purposeful 
exploration in the little known but 
vital area of home missions. 

You may have contacted already 
some home missions work which you 
might visit this summer—a _ camp, 
school or mission known through your 
church or through some Christian or- 
ganization. On the other hand, you 
may not have even heard of such a 
possibility, though some home mis- 
sions have been opening their camps 
and grounds to summer vacationers 
for years. 

To help you, Moopy MontnHiy has 
polled members of the largest organ- 
ization of home missions groups, the 
National Home Missions Fellowship. 
Twenty-four member organizations 
have responded to this inquiry to say 
they will welcome visitors this sum- 
mer, and they have listed for us vaca- 
tion advantages to be found in their 
areas (see page 55). Other home mis- 
sions organizations outside of the 
NHMF may also be contacted about 
vacation possibilities. 

The main point to be grasped, of 
course, is that wherever you live or 
wherever you plan to go, there is 
probably a home mission field nearby 
where either a visit or a vacation is a 
distinct possibility. 

If you are asking what kind of peo- 
ple are these missionaries, what do 
they really do, what are their struggles 
against terrain, unbelief and opposi- 
tion, the answers are best found on the 
field itself, while you enjoy fishing, 
swimming, boating, hiking and all the 
adventure of a truly worthwhile vaca- 
tion. 


+ Let’s Look to the South first of all. 
The state of Kentucky is one good 
representative region. Here are some 
of the most beautiful scenes found 
anywhere in America. Up around the 
north fork of the Kentucky River, for 
example, are many natural bridges, 
carved by nature out of the solid rock. 
You view them against the backdrop 
of mountain streams and pine forests. 

Cumberland Falls and Natural 
Bridge Park afford the vacationer 
many thrilling experiences. And “get- 
ting away from it all” is easy, since 
some mountain areas have no roads at 
all, and the only transportation out 
is by river. 

Yet in the wild beauty of Kentucky 


there is great spiritual need. Home- 
less children are here, and whole fam- 
ilies completely cut off from the out- 
side world. Drink and immorality 
stalk the living. 

That is why a dedicated people 
committed to the task of naming 
Christ “where He is not named” have 
gone into these hills and “hollers.” 
These missionaries are plain Christian 
folk with a burden, and they would 
like to share it with you if they can. 
Seeing firsthand what they are doing 
—through children’s homes or camps, 
public schools or VBS meetings held 
in some crowded shanty up the creek 
—will be a transforming experience. 


+ Bur we have spoken of only one 
area. Go west to the Grand Canyon. 
Thousands of people skimp, plan and 
hope for a long-awaited trip to this 
wonder of nature in Arizona and 
Colorado. Here the grandeur of the 
West comes alive, for in that great 
cathedral of rock is nature’s finest 
architecture. 

The Grand Canyon area is not all 
splendor and beauty, however. Back 
of the rocks and cliffs is the neglected, 
hungry heart of the Navajo Indian. 
Displaced, forgotten, dependent on a 
primitive culture, he is mostly just an 
object of a tourist’s curiosity. Yet he 
is not altogether forgotten. The busi- 
ness of Christlike compassion is going 
on in that land of sun, wind, rock and 
prairie. Home missionary programs 
are being carried on. Bible classes, 
churches and schools are being used to 
bring to the Navajo Indian the pre- 
cious gift of life in Christ. 


+ THE NORTH central area also offers 
the possibility of an unforgettable 
vacation experience. Minnesota—land 
of lakes and forests and abounding life 
in every form! Here you feel the 
warm, cozy sun in the daytime and 
refreshing coolness at night. Here are 
the elegant birch, proud poplar and 
majestic fir. Here hay fever and 
asthma victims find refuge. A truly 
great vacation country. 

Yet here, in the past, rural peoples 
lived and died without any spiritual 
contact at all. Then into the heart of 
the region went the Oak Hills Fellow- 
ship (not now a member of NHMF), 
centering its work six miles south- 
west of Bemidji on the shores of 
Lake Marquette. Now 130 acres of 
campground, school, dormitories and 
teaching facilities form the spearhead 
of a mighty spiritual force that in 
thirty-seven years has transformed 
many of Minnesota’s rural people into 
the likeness of Christ. 

Rollin Sherwood will not forget Oak 
Hills. In 1940, he and his wife at-

» PINEBROOK MEMORIES, Crown 
V. Records (CV 1007), Cleveland, 
Ohio, is the heading of this next com- 
pilation—a group of songs of “Youth 
on the March.” The album is in 
memory of the late Dr. Percy Craw- 
ford of Philadelphia, perhaps the 
pioneer youth leader of his generation. 
This recording involves some of the 
later groups who sang and played at 
the Pinebrook Bible Conference in the 
Pocono mountains of Pennsylvania, 
and in the evangelistic crusades of the 
“Young People’s Church of the Air.” 
The disc features the male quartet, the 
brass group, the organ and piano, and 
last but certainly far from least, the 
musical mainstay of the ministry, Ruth 
Crawford. 

Although the quartet lacks the vocal 
development which comes with ma- 
turity, it does a commendable job 
throughout. The brass is somewhat 
sluggish in places but lends a definite 
note of variety and color to the re- 
cording. The pace is spurred on by 
the trumpet playing of some of the 
Ohman brothers. I recognized Chuck, 
their top brass man, taking the solo 
passage on Lead On, O King Eternal. 

The group does nicely on There’s

Keep in Mind 

1. Critics of the Bible have delighted 
in calling attention to Solomon’s mis- 
take about the ant, affirming that the 
ant does not store up winter provision 
in time of harvest. This is generally 
true of the northern varieties. Ac- 
tually there are about two thousand 
varieties of ants, with greatly varying 
habits. Harvesting ants are well 
known in the Mediterranean regions, 
and even Texas has its family of agri- 
cultural ants. Most ants are omnivor- 
ous, eating both animal and vegetable 
foods; some are also cannibal, eating 
their own kind, but the harvesting 
ants prefer grain. 

The nettle spoken of in the descrip- 
tion of the sluggard’s field was a 
tall plant whose prickly leaves in- 
spired the ancient Corinthian sculp- 
tors, and whose long spike carried 
about twenty-four inches of white 
flowers streaked with lavender. Al- 
though beautiful, it was still a weed, 
and no good as a substitute for grain 
or vines. 


Consider These Points 


1. A lesson from insects (Prov. 
6:6-9). The ant has always been a 
symbol of industry. The ants which 
we see on our patios are always busy. 
They seem happiest when they are 
carrying or dragging or pushing loads 
two or three times their own size. 
They build hills which, in proportion 
to the size of the builders, are far 
ahead of the pyramids. The harvester 
ants have the added instinct of prov- 
idence, laying up stores of food for 
winter. In most cases all this work 
is done without an apparent leader. 
The working ant needs no driver, 
overseer or commander to keep him 
working. It is just in him to do it. 
Man has the moral capacity to choose 
industry or sloth. In man, therefore, 
industry has a moral quality which it

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does not have in the ant. Neverthe- 
less, the ant is a living parable and a 
challenge to the sluggard. 

2. A lesson from a field (Prov. 
24:30-34). After the positive lesson 
of the industrious ant, we turn to the 
negative lesson of the neglected field 
or vineyard. It has become a wilder- 
ness. The encircling wall is dilapidated 
and ruinous; the vines have become 
rank and choked with nettles and all 
kinds of thorny plants. What has 


brought it to this sorry state? Have 
a look at the owner over there. He is 
waking up after long slumber. Instead 


of bestirring himself, he turns over for 
“a little more sleep, a little more 
slumber.” Always “a little more,” not 
knowing that already his loss is ir- 
reparable and that ruin is about to 
spring upon him like a bandit, a high- 


| 


wayman leaping out of ambush. The | 


man who has no eye for his field will 
suddenly find himself without one. 


3. A lesson from a man (Prov. 
22:29). Here is a different sort of 
person. He is diligent in business, al- 


ways seeking to improve his skills and 
increase his product. 
about that man is that “he shall stand 
before kings.” The drifter 
into the presence of common men. It 
takes effort to “crash” the audience- 
chamber of great men—the men whose 
acquaintance means advancement. 

4. Conclusion (Ecc. 3:22). This is 
a conclusion in the “under the sun” 
philosophy of Ecclesiastes. 
dealing with eternal values. Although 
a man has to leave his works and does 
not know what will become of them, 
he can have more satisfaction in pro- 
ductive work than in anything else. 


Apply These Truths 


1. You can learn more than science 
from nature. Our Lord Himself taught 
many a spiritual lesson from birds and 
flowers, while Shakespeare speaks of 
seeing “tongues in trees, books in the 
running brooks, sermons in stones, and 
good in everything.” 

2. A neglected soul is more tragic 
than a neglected field. Be alert against 
the nettles of false teaching and 
worldly practices. Remember the 
thorny ground of our Lord’s parable 
(Matt. 13:22). 

3. It is more important to be able 
to stand before God than before kings. 
We stand before kings in our own 
merit, but before God in the merits 
of the Lord Jesus Christ—‘“dressed in

Keep in Mind 


Our lesson portions are drawn from 
three sections of the book of Proverbs. 

1. The first portion (7:1-5) is from 
a section (1:7-9:18) which lacks the 
true proverb, but consists of brief dis- 
courses on various themes. Chapter 7 
is a brief description of the snares of 
the harlot. 


2. The four single verses in our 


| lesson are found in a section of true 


proverbs (10:1-22:16). In 14:30 we 
have the distich (two parts) present- 
ing acontrast. In 16:32 and 17:27 the 


two parts enforce the one thought. In | 


20:1 the structure is irregular, show- 
ing three parts, the third being a con- 
clusion drawn from the first two. 

3. Our final portion (23:19-21) is in 
a brief section entitled “the sayings 
of the wise ones” (22:17-24:34). Here 
again the looser form of brief dis- 
courses on various themes is followed, 
rather than the true proverb. While 
all this may be of more interest to the 
student of literary form, our high- 
schoolers should notice the differ- 
ences. 


Consider These Points 


1. Discipline against adultery 
(7:1-5). In these days when the sex 
drive is given such emphasis on every 
side, some good old-fashioned warning 
is in order, and that not for young- 
sters. Many a business man needs to 
read this whole chapter before going 
on a business trip or to a business 
convention. It might arm him against 
the subtle lure of the call-girl. Even 
Christians are not in themselves proof 
against the snare. They need to be 
armed with that moral wisdom which 
comes from the Holy Spirit. 

2. Discipline against envy (14:30). 
Here is a strange contrast between a 
sound heart and envy. Certainly 
nothing will more quickly break down 
our moral strength and integrity than

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envy. Let the green monster get a 
foothold, and former scruples, prin- 
ciples and standards will crumble. 
Envy destroys the capacity to make 
sound moral judgments. Even phys- 
ical health can be broken down by this 
inward corruption. 

3. Discipline against temper (16:32). 
Some psychologists tell us that it is 
good for us to “blow our top” once in 
a while. It is like the action of a 
safety valve. Our text hardly sub- 
stantiates that teaching. Controlling 
anger is a vastly superior course. 
Having one’s own spirit in control is 
greater heroism than a great military 
conquest. Blowing off is a weakening 
indulgence. At the root of it is usu- 
ally a chronic selfishness which needs 
correction, 

4. Discipline against loquaciousness 
(17:27). As a contrast to this verse 
think of some of the loud-mouthed 
dictators who have plagued the world 
in the past generation, and remember 
how they ended. We still have some 
pursuing the same course. Talk loud 
enough and fast enough and long 
enough and you will have a following, 
but it takes more than talk to build 
something permanent. Christians need 
to read what James has to say about 
the tongue (Jas. 3:1-12). 

5. Discipline against drunkenness 
(20:1). Whenever you see attractive 
advertisements for liquor in magazines 
and on TV, remember that the seamy 
side is deliberately left out. Insert a 
picture of Skid Row in every one of 
these ads, and you will be less likely 
toerr. The fact that some can “carry” 
it does not absolve the traffic from a 
horrible trail of broken homes, broken 
lives, broken morals, broken bones 
and broken hearts. 


6. Discipline against gluttony 
(23:19-31). Gluttony and drunken- 
ness are close companions. It is not 


only a physical drowsiness which they 
induce, but a moral drowsiness, be- 
fogging one’s judgment. Since the 
tendency is to become like the com- 
pany we keep, our safeguard against 
these vices is to stay away from these 
carousals altogether. 


Apply These Truths 

Here is rather a negative lesson, 
reminding us of the “works of the 
flesh” listed for us in Galatians 
5:19-21. The positive answer to all 
these is “the fruit of the Spirit” in the 
following verses. Let the Holy Spirit 
control our lives, and the “fruit” will 
replace the dead “works.”

Keep in Mind 


1. The word Ecclesiastes does not 
mean preacher, as the subtitle of the 
book might suggest. It is a Greek 
term, referring rather to one who calls 
an assembly. Of course he might be 
a preacher, and the purpose of the as- 
sembly might be to hear the preacher; 
but, on the other hand, the assembly 
might be of an entirely different char- 
acter. The subtitle, “The Preacher,” 
is from the opening phrase, “The 
words of the Preacher,” and follows 
the Hebrew. 

2. Till the days of Martin Luther 
the Solomonic authorship of Eccle- 
siastes was universally accepted. 
Luther questioned it, and in later 
times more and more have rejected 
Solomon as author—including Keil, 
Delitzsch and Hengstenberg. Verses 








1 and 12 of chapter 1 would seem to 


| indicate Solomon. If another wrote 


the book, he did it under a false name, 
and, despite the attempts of critics to 
justify that ancient practice, I find it 
difficult to accept it as ethical, or to 
associate it with the inspired Word of 
God. Despite the problems, I prefer 


| the older view that Solomon wrote 


this book out of much experience and 
disillusionment. 


Consider These Points 


1. A sore travail (1:13, 14). In the 
heart of man there is something that 
makes him want to search out the rea- 
son for things. That is seen in the 
innumerable questions of children, 
and many carry the insatiable curios- 
ity with them all through life. Now 
actually those who are the least 
curious have an easier time. The 
thirst to know the why of everything 
can be a terrible driver. “It is a sore 
travail that God hath given to the sons 
of men.” We should not want to be 
without it. It is the basis of progress, 
yet it becomes at times a veritable 
torment. The trouble is that the quest 
has no end. The farther it proceeds, 
the more enquiries are opened up, till 
it becomes staggering. 

The conclusion is as grievous as the 
search. So Solomon found. The more 
he examined the works of men, the 
surer he was that it was all vanity, an 
empty thing, having no adequate re- 
ward—just “a striving after wind.” 
All his enquiry “under the sun” led 
him into the morass of pessimism. That 
is exactly where our scientific age has 
led us today. The work of man in 
searching things out has put into his 
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the teeth, “those that look out of the 
windows” are the eyes, the “doors” 
are the lips, the “grinding” is the 
chewing with toothless gums, the 
“voice of the bird” is the manly bass 
voice turned to a weak treble, the 
“srasshopper” is the stiffened hips, 
and so on. I prefer not to spoil the 
poetry of this passage with such 
doubtful identifications. 

2. The King James version of II 
Timothy 4:7 gives variety in saying 
“a good fight,” “my course,” “the 
faith.” However, the Greek has the 
definite article in each case, and trans- 
lating it accordingly makes the pas- 
sage much stronger. There is only one 
“sood fight,’ one established course 


for all, and one faith to be kept. 








Consider These Points 


1. Start Right (Ecc. 12:1-8). When 
is it time to seek the Lord? Always 
the time is now. And specifically youth 
is the time. Ordinarily life is full of 
zest in youth, and resources of 
strength and energy are at the peak. 
It is so easy to dissipate these in pur- 
suing youthful lusts, selfish desires 


| and worldly ambitions. Then the “evil 


days” come, old age creeps on, when 
desire fails, strength diminishes, and 
it is found that what the best of life 
was devoted to has turned to ashes 
and has failed to afford the satisfac- 
tion expected. By that time there is 
neither zest nor vigor left to turn 
wholeheartedly to another and more 
profitable pursuit. At last the night 
closes in. “Man goeth to his long 
home.” The silver cord is loosed and 
the golden bowl is broken. Dust has 
returned to dust, and the man stands 
before the Judge with nothing but 
vanity to show for all his efforts. It is 
a sad picture—all the sadder because 
it is so true to life in multiplied in- 
stances. How different when youth 
remembers God and orders his life by 
divine direction. Then the strength of 
life is devoted to building what will 
last, and God is glorified. 

2. End Right (II Tim. 4:7,8). Here is 
a life that ends in a blaze of triumph. 
Not worldly triumph, to be sure. These 
words were written in a Roman pri- 
son, with death near. Yet the trumpets 
sound and the shout of victory fills the 
air. There is a glorious “henceforth” 
for this man who had chosen “the good 
fight” rather than the miserable fight 
for earthly attainment. 


Apply These Truths 


1. A godless life ends in vanity, but 
a Christful life ends in the crown of 
righteousness. 

2. To assure a right ending, make 
sure of a right beginning.

Where's Your Focal Point? 


VERY circle has a center. Every city 
has its main intersection where 
people from all quarters meet. Every 
nation has its capital city. Every life 
has its point of focus. 

You have your point of reference 
around which your entire life revolves 
—like a circle around its center. This 
is the point at which all of your activ- 
ities and interests intersect. And, like 
the nation’s capital, it is the control 
center in which your life’s aims and 
policies are shaped. 

Sound philosophical? Stay with me 
a minute and we'll see that this means 
something for your Christian life to- 
day. 


+ Tuts focal point represents your su- 
preme interest in life, whatever that 
interest may be. Since it has such a 
decisive influence on the way you 
think, plan and act, it is of vital im- 
portance that your life should have the 
right focus. 

First, let’s look at one of the most 
common natural preoccupations men- 
tioned in the Bible. Expressed in one 
word, it is “self.” The person whose 
life is not truly dedicated to Jesus 
Christ is interested, above everything 
else, in himself. He wants to enjoy to 
the fullest the material and financial 
possessions to which he considers he 
has a right. 

See, for instance, the young man in 
Luke 15:12. What was his request? 
Put down the first three words of it, 
which sum it up. Do you feel from 
this verse that he considered he had 
an absolute right to these possessions? 
Look at the next verse. What did he 
do before he began his journey? What 
does this tell us about his character? 

What did he do with all this wealth? 
See verse 13. On whom was it spent? 
This is fairly typical of the non- 
Christian’s and the “nominal” Chris- 
tian’s attitude. His use of material 
things is governed by his basic inter- 
est—which is himself. 

Or look at Deuteronomy 8:17. Here 
God warns against what an unspiritual 
man may say about his prosperity. To 
what is he likely to attribute his suc- 
cess? Whose power does he consider 
to have been responsible? See how 
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this worldly man wants to build up his 
own ego. Does he make his claims 
publicly (look at the verse carefully) ? 
No, this is an inward sin; the person 
wants to enjoy a kind of intoxication 
with the thought of his own abilities. 
Everything revolves around “self.” 
For an example of open coveting of 
position and prestige, turn to Luke 
20:46. What do you know about the 


class of people Jesus was speaking | 


about? 

What clothes did they enjoy wear- 
ing? What did they love in the mar- 
kets? They wanted everyone to know 
that they “knew the best people in 
town.” When they went to church 
(the synagogue) where did they sit? 
Why? And what happened when they 
were invited to a meal? (“Rooms” 
means places or seats.) Notice how 
all these actions are directed from the 
control center of self. Everything is 
related to that one great interest in 
life. 


+ Now let us see from the Scriptures 
the spiritual man’s attitude. It is 
summed up in Galatians 5:24. Who 
are the people spoken of in the verse? 
What is their relationship to Christ? 
What have they done? 

Three things have been crucified. 
What are they? What do you think 
those three words mean? Certainly 
you will agree that they cover what 
we have referred to as “self.” If they 
have been crucified, what is their state 
now in a true Christian? 

You would expect this to affect a 
person’s attitude toward material 
things. Well, let us look at an ex- 
ample. Turn to Nehemiah 1. Where 
is Nehemiah living (verse 1)? This 
must have been a place of great com- 
fort and magnificence. Nehemiah was 
a high court official. What was his 
position (verse 11)? He would have 
enjoyed considerable privileges. Yet 
he desired, like the prodigal son, to 
travel to a far country—but with very 
different motives! He planned, not to 
take money with him, but to leave it 
behind. 

Where did he want to go to? See 
the description in verse 3, and note 
Nehemiah’s words to the king in chap-

directed from a different control point 
from the “self-centered” man. 

Remember that God will always 
honour the one who displays such a 
character. See what promise he made 
in verses 14 and 15 of this chapter. 


+ I suppose the chief difference be- 
tween the non-Christian’s point of 
reference is within himself, whereas 
for the Christian that point is outside 
himself. Instead of wanting every- 
thing to serve him, he wants to serve 
others. His primary focal point is 
Christ. See Philippians 1:21 for the 
clear way in which Paul declares his 
attitude to Christ. How large a place 
does Christ now occupy for him? 

A secondary focus for the Christian 
is on his fellow-men. Turn to I Corin- 
thians 9:19, 22. Notice the dominant 
place which the salvation of others had 
in Paul’s life. How seriously did Paul 


| take his responsibility of devoting his 


life to the service of others? 

In conclusion, think about the way 
Matthew 22:37-39 sums up _ this 
month’s theme. Try to put down in 
writing what seems to you to be the 
focal points of your own life. Are 
they the right ones? END

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Q. There are only three or four 
Christian kids in our high school. The 
others want to stick together all the 
time, but I think we should break up 
with different groups. What do you 
think? 


A. There certainly is no objection to 
a Christian teenager’s desire to fellow- 
ship with friends of like faith, and ’m 
sure you and your friends will have 
ample opportunity to get together at 
church activities, social events, etc. 

You say there are only three or four 
Christian kids in your school. If all 
you do is stick together, that’s as 
many as there ever will be. Certainly 
the Scripture teaches us that we 
should separate ourselves from the 
things of the world, but remember 
that separation is not isolation. God 
has chosen to limit himself to humans 
to reach this world with the message 
of His love, and He has no voice in 
your school except you Christian 
kids—no matter how few you may be. 
You'll never win people with whom 
you refuse to associate. 

I have always believed that Chris- 
tian teens should be active in school 
—sports, activities, student leader- 
ship, honor societies—any place where 
they can be of influence without com- 
promising their personal convictions. 

Draw strength and encouragement 
from your mutual Christian fellow- 
ship, but don’t stop there. Use it as a 
base to reach out and influence a cam- 
pus for Christ.

Looking for 
ways to get the members to do some 
real deep-down thinking? Then why 
not prescribe a dose of panel discus- 
sions? They work well in many 
groups; they might be just what the 
doctor ordered for you. We've de- 
scribed seven variations on the discus- 
sion technique, so there’s no need to 
fall in a rut. 
Of course, a must for any good dis- 
cussion is topics which draw attention. 
You won’t attract much interest with 


| a discussion of “Should we Read the 


Bible?” You will arouse some curios- 


| ity and a few opinions with topics such 


as “Should a Christian Enter Poli- 
tics?” “Do Our Clothes Betray Our 


| Testimony?” or “What About the New 
| Bible Versions?” 


You'll also need a moderator with a 
clear voice who can keep things under 
control. He should see that no one 
starts filibustering or leading the dis- 
cussion too far afield. 

One discussion method is the panel. 
Sit two to six speakers—members of 
your group or outsiders—at a table in 
front of your group with a moderator 
in the center. Following a review of 
the question by the moderator, turn 
the talkers loose. When the allotted 
time is up, the moderator should sum-

marize—with a spiritual application if 
possible. Of course, you'll get better 
response if your panel members know 
the topic ahead of time. 

If the panel method doesn’t appeal 
to you, try planned participation. 
Here, responsibilities are handled by 
members who have prepared to speak 
on certain phases of a topic. Their 
part is not publicly announced, but 
they are called on by a moderator 
when a question is raised relating to 
their particular phase of the subject. 

A symposium, still another form of 
discussion, is a series of speeches on a 
general subject after which members 
of the audience ask questions of the 
speakers. 

A forum is simply a question-and- 
answer period that may follow a 
speech, debate or film. 

The round table discussion is good 
for small groups. Here the entire 
group sits around a table or in a circle 
and carries on the discussion. Again, 
you'll get better response if you an- 
nounce the topic ahead of time. 

The buzz session approach has 
gained popularity in recent years. 
Here the members are first briefed on 
the subject. Then the group divides 
into several smaller buzz_ session 
groups, with three to six members 
each. These buzz groups then move 
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to separate parts of the room or build- 
ing, where in privacy they discuss an 
assigned phase of the general topic. 
Each buzz group appoints a secretary. 
Then after several minutes all buzz 
groups report back and each secretary 
reports his group’s conclusions. A 
general discussion by all may follow. 

A final type of discussion is the 
debate where two people are pitted 
against two more. One team argues 
for, the other against, a certain resolu- 
tion. First, there is one speech, two 
or three minutes in length, for the 
resolution—then a speech against. 
Then another for and another against. 
Then follow briefer rebuttal speeches 
by all four speakers and questions 
from the audience. 

What good are discussions? Well, 
for one thing, when young people open 
their mouths to speak they usually 
begin thinking. And at many youth 
meetings, that in itself is something!
